Ranchers Marooned in Homes. 


For ten m iles along the Rio Hondo 
near M ontabeilo ranchers were m a­ 
rooned in their homes by flood w aters 
which reached a depth of six feet, 
forcing the occupants to roofs or sec­ 
ond stories. 
All were rescued. 
The Southern Pacific, the San Pedro, 
Los Angeles and Salt Lake and the 
S anta Fe railroads all suffered from 
their deluge. 
The Salt Lake reported 
several w ashouts on its lines. 
One 
freight train was stalled for hours 
near W orkman station by mud which 
flood 
w aters 
had 
carried 
on 
the 
tracks. 
Santa Fe officials 
said a freight 
train is wedged in by a landslide on 
a cut on its new double track line in 
Cajon Pass. 
The old grade through 
the pass is still available, however, 
and the S anta Fe continued to care 
for its town traffic as well as for that 
of the Southern Pacific and the Salt 
Lake generally throughout California. 
Southern Pacific traffic was general­ 
ly interrupted throughout this section. 
Damage to highways in Ixis Angeles 
county alone is estim ated at $500,000. 
Writh the entire country side literal­ 
ly soaking the forecast was more rain.

The only friend of the poor people 
Mexico has had since the Spaniards 
left was Madera, says Zapata. 
"Why did you fight Madera if you 
had such a good opinion of him?” he 
was asked. 
“I was not fighting Madera," answer­ 
ed Zapata. “Madera was all right, but 
he allowed himself to be fooled by peo­ 
ple who deceived him. They were too 
sm art for him. 
Ile was honest and 
thought all men xvere. 
“Madera came to Hts* me when I was 
Iii Cuautln, when De In Barra sent 
Huerta out to kill me and my men. 
We got along well, for we understood 
each other. 
He knew I was fighting 
for the poor people, as he was. There 
was no reason why we, Madera aud i, 
should fig it 
“He promised me that if I would 
i<«« the peace in Morelos and Guer- 
i rara he would see that I was elected 
governor, that my men were well jmld 
mid that all land taken from the poor 
people should he given back to them 
when he became president. 
We were 
agreed. 
Madera made De la Barm 
call back his soldiers and leave me in 
J >ea ce. 


H ints at Fate of Spies. 
"But they told Madera lies about me. 
Ile called me to Mexico City and ask­ 
ed me about mein. 
I told him the 
truth, that I had stolen and killed, but 
that I had stolen only to pay and feed 
my men and killed only those who 
were oppressors of the poor. 
He was 
satisfied. 
“But without Madera knowing it 
they sent many troops into Morelos to 
catch me. 
They even sent spies and 


assassins Intl* my camps to bribe my 
men to murder me. 
But those spica 
never went buck to tell What they had 
1 done, to boast of benting me. 
“But all this was not Madera’s fau lt 
They say that he paid me much money 
to keep lienee; that I got the money. 
then betrayed him. That is only part­ 
ly true. 
He did promise me 200,000 
pesos, not for myself, but for my men. 
I did not want money, for I have 
a-plenty. 
The poor people for whom 
I fight make me many gifts. 
Owners 
: of haciendas also pay me for protect­ 
ing their property. 
“One day I received 50,000 pesos. 
After that I waited, but the rest of the 
money never came. 
Madera’s brother 
aud others had stolen the 150.000 which 
was mine. Madera told me that when

Often Boldly E nters Capital. 
Recounting the vain efforts put forth 
by the federal armies to capture him 
aroused mirth in Zapata. 
“I will tell you something.” he said. 
“It is a Joke. 
Many, many times I go 
to Mexico City. 
Yes, straight to the 
city. I have friends there. They know’ 
1 was there in September during the 
fiestas. 
You would not tielleve it, 
but when Huerta was reviewing his 
soldiers I stool] where I could see him 
plainly. 
The sun shone on his anteo- 
Jos (eyeglasses). 
I was so near that 
I could have sent bullets straight to 
his heart had I wished. 
It was very 
funny. At night I went to the theater. 
I go there whenever I like. 
If the sol­ 
diers should recognize me they would 
not betray me, for their love for Huer­ 
ta is not wonderful.” 
Zapata was asked lf he had any al­ 
liance with Carranza. 
“I will tell you about that, for it 
also is funny," was his n*sponse. 
“I 
have no allies, for Zapata fights alone. 
Why should I ally myself with any 
one? 
“Orozco flattered me when he was 
fighting Madera, and I told him that 
I would help him as much as I could, 
for both he and I thought alike about 
Madera. We trusted Madera, hut were 
against his friends. 
So Orozco and I 
worked together. 
What did he do? 
Ile sold himself to Huerta. 
“Carranza wanted me to capture 
Mexico City. 
I could do It, but why 
should I turn it over to him? 
When 
I Uke Mexico City I shall keep It for 
myself, not give it away to a man who 
cannot win his own battles. 
“Then I shall do as I promised—cap­ 
ture the city, hang Huerta and all his 
ministers unless they run away too 
fast. 
"No; I am fighting for mv own 
cause, which is the cause of the com­ 
mon people.” 


Scoffs a t Carranza. 
Zapata thrust n hand into his pock­ 
et and brought out a thick gold medal 
half nguin as large as a silver dollar. 
On one side was engraved his por­ 
trait, with a huge diamond set beneath 
i t 
On the reverse was engraved in 
Spanish an inscription of which the 
following is a literal translation: 
“To that most illustrious and bravest 
son of Mexico, Emillano Zapata, con­ 
queror of armies, the refuge of the 
poor and defender of the constitution, 
from his humble, adoring and grate­ 
ful followers. Sept IG. 1013.” 
Zapnta fingered the medal lovingly 
and watched the diamond flush hack 
gleams from the fire. 
“No one ever received a more valua­ 
ble gift from the Mexican people,” 
said he. “It shall be burled with me.” 
Then his boastful mood returned. 
“You may tell Huerta if you wish 
when you return to Mexico,” said he. 
“that he cud never find me, but that 
lf he lingers too long in tile place 
which he has usurped my people will 
find him and that It will not be a hap­ 
py day. 
“Say to him anything that you wish 
What do I care how many soldiers lie 
sends? 
Nor do I cutv how much they 
tight in Mexico. The harder arid long­ 
er they fight the easier it will lie for 
me to triumph when I am ready.” 
Cocks were heralding the dawn be­ 
fore Zapata had talked himself out.
